We do not ask for petrol for any of our work 
except for such urgent cases of suffering, 
which cannot be conveyed to the Home in 
any other manner. 

t might add that we have had frequent 
requests from the police and from the military 
authorities to send for stray dogs which have 
been found wandering and are a source of in- 
fection during the present epidemic of foot. 
and-mouth disease, but this we are unable to

I think everybody had a premonition that 

would be the same, and it 
was. Again my wife and I spent it in the 
empty flat, but it was so dirty ard desolate 
that we then joined the crowd of local resi- 
dents who had commandeered anot hr base- 
ment a little further up the road. Here 
the atmosphere: was, at any rate, sociable. 
As soon as the siren went everybody filed in 
(for it was obvious that the blita was 
gone to become a regular feature of night 
ife) and prepared to stay there till dawn. 
Folding beds, deck chairs, rugs and cushions 
were arranged round the room, chocolates 
and sweets were exchanged; somebody put 
on a few gramophone records, and within 
half an hour the conversation almost drowned 
the sinister turmoil outside. To tell the truth, I 
soon deeided that the talk inside the shelter 
was far worse for my sleep than the noises 
outside it the Londoner can beat the 
Dubliner at talking any day once he shakes 
off the icy reserve that surrounds him. But 
it was worth the lors of a little sleep to dis- 
cover how pleasant and friendly one’s 
neighbours were. And it was almost worth 
being bombed in order to discever how much

ON-FARMERS often ask why it is that 
N in February the total number of fat 
igs sent to the curers may be as 
low as 79,000, while in Ana or September 
110,000 or more are ready for slaughter. 
There-~are several reasons, but again the 
chief is Jack of education along technical lines, 
with the consequent inability to find out 
whether pigs pay or not, 
Farmers fatten pigs in the summer and 
early autumn because home-grown foods, 
tatoes and corn oar ick are plentiful ; 
ecause there is plenty of house room while 
the cattle are out on grass; because all 
animals thrive better during the growing 
season of the year; because it is easier to 
provide litter during the summer fattening 
period; because it is altogether leas trouble- 
some to care of animals when the 
weather and ground Ire dry than in the 
‘winter; because, with the absence of winter 
dairying, it seemed doubtful if pigs would 
pay when meat meal had to be bought to re- 
place skim milk; because under an out of 
date housing system more deaths occur in 
the back end of the year. Maybe, however, 
it would sum up the matter to say that the 
people were gradually turning from farming 
in the belief that wild grasses and a hig 
rainfall would let us live luxuriously on other 


people s labour.

MAKE ANOTHER 
£1,000,000 


We send about a million pigs to the bacon 
curers every year. We could fatten these 
pigs for a pound each less than we pay at 
resent, ot, of course, alwaya a pound 
N expended cash, but in feod that would 
produce further bacon to the value of » 
pound, A few years ago costings were ke 
of a number of pig farms, and showed the 
most diverse results. All the farms kept from 
eight to thirty sows, marketing the progeny 
mainly for hacon, On on of these farms 
each sow mad. a profit of £3 10s, for the 
year; on another the sail; profit was £6 
a sow; on another it was a sow, These 
divergencies were not due to what is called 
„luck, „ good or bad, but they were due to 
the capacity of the owners to feed their 
animals to the best advantage. One can 
pour money into a pig trough as freely and 
sites as by piek ng the winning race 
horses with a het-pin; for, while the pig is 
a marvellous machine for turning waste pro- 
ducts into food, he can also be the most 
wasteful, using huge quantities of food 
seemingly to no purpose at all. 


CAUSES OF LOSS 


The causes of loss here are mainly due 
to the following reasons :— 

We do not realise that the day the pi 
has not put on weight we lose the 2 0 
what kept him alive (and rooting) for that 


day. 

We tore? pigs far too rp 

We give the pigs plenty of food meal and 
potatoes, etc., but not enough proteins—meat 
meal, fish meal, milk—to enable the pigs to 
make the most of the cereal meals. 

We feed too much proteins; we waste skim 
milk or separated milk in the summer by 
over-feeding it. (To some extent, though the 
process is a very costly one, proteins are used 
«ar mat but the reverse is impos- 
sible. 

We lose money from unthriftiness, nearly 
always due to internal or external parasites 
dark and cold houses and all-round bad 
conditions, 

' We lose money by not feeding exact 
uantities of food and by compelling pigs to 
absorb huge quantities of slop to get the 
necessary quantity of dry matter, 

In pigs, cattle, poultry feedin 
ping we lose money by not getting bigger 
yields of finished produce for the outlay ex: 
pended, and hy failing to spend a little to get 
higher yields.

Bulgaria’s Choice 
The Bulgarian Government’s decision to 
adhere to the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo Axis 
has produced swift and dramatic develop- 
ments. Hardly had Professor Filoff, King 
Boris’s Premier, put his signature to the 
necessary documents, when German troops 
began to pour across the Danube from 
Rumania—still, by the way, a neutral 
country within the meaning of the Act !— 
and by yesterday evening Bulgaria was 
virtually under German occupation. The 
ceremony by virtue of which Bulgaria 
joined the Axis group took place in 
Vienna, and was followed by a luncheon 
party which was attended by Herr Hitler 
himself, The principal speech seems to 
have been made by Herr von Ribbentrop, 
who delivered himself of an attack on 
Great Britain, pointing out that one of 
the main purposes of Bulgaria’s adherence 
to the tripartite pact was to make the 
British see reason and force them to make 
peace. During his stay in Vienna, 
apparently, Professor Filoff was requested 
by the Germans to give official permission 
for the entry into Bulgaria of German 
troops. Everybody in Europe had known 


divisions of German troops were waiting 
on the Danube for the signal to cross the 
river. German staff officers had been 
reported from Sofis, where they had 
booked rooms in the city's most fashion- 
able hotel.

Child Delinquents 


The problem of the child delinquent 
cropped up again in this country a week 
or two ago, when a short and completely 
futile debate took place in Dail Eireann 
on the Report stage of the Children Bill, 
and the matter lapsed once more into 
oblivion. Not another word has been 
heard. Mr. Dillon proposed an amend- 
ment that provision ought to be made in 
Dublin for medical examination and 
observation of every child. brought before 
the Juvenile Court, in order that the 
District Justice might have reports on its 
psychological and physical condition, and 
in order that the sick child might be 
separated from the ordinary juvenile 
delinquent. The Minister for Education, 
Mr. Derrjg, immediately took a dog-in- 
the-manger attitude, inferring that the 
amendment contained a reflection on the 
work of the juvenile courts, and after 
some wrangling between the Minister and 
a few justly indignant deputies on the 
opposite benches the amendment was 
defeated on a party vote, and the bill, 
without further ado, has since become law. 
It is safe to presume that nothing further 
will be heard by the public for at least 
another twelve months about the problem of 
juvenile crime; and juvenile crime will 
continue to flourish as if the Children Act, 
1940, or any other Act of the kind never 
had seen the light of day. There is a 
tradition in this country that the best 
way to put a stop to any kind of trouble 
is to set up a public inquiry, and, as 
often as not, by the time when the inquiry 
has published its findings, the trouble has 
been forgotten. Legislation can be used 
for a similar purpose. In the case of 
juvenile crime it creates the impression 
that the Government has done its duty 
by the public. Judges may continue to 
comment on the deplorable increase in 
the number of young criminals brought 
before them, but an Act has been passed 
—various Acts have been passed—and 
what more can be done? Nothing more 
will be done until another Act is placed 
on the Statute Book to create still another 
favourable impression of the Government’s 
intentions. Yet there is a great deal 
which can and ought to be done, and it 
should be done not in the institutions 
for juvenile delinquents, but in the schools 
which these children attend often for 
years before they become criminals. The

THE OIL FIELDS

GERMANS BLAME R. A. F.

NEGOTIN (YUGOSLAVIA), Sunday. 


Heavy explosions, followed by _ fires, 
oceurred in the rich Rumanian oilfields at 
Ploesti, stated Rumanian reports to-day. 
German sourees attributed the explosions to 
bombing by the Royal Air Force. 

The reports said that all foreigners and 
Rumanians, except those with military 
passes, had been barred from the oil regions. 
Early to-day several squadrons of unidentified 
aircraft flew high in the direction of the 
Rumanian frontier over Negotin, and Yugo- 
slay anti-aircraft guns opened fire on another 
unidentified squadron which flew over the 
Danube near the Iron Gate. 

Other warplanes were 2 over Yugo- 
slay territory, apparently to Bulgaria, 
and in the woods at Derventa, in Bosnia, was 
found a wrecked German machine containing 
four charred bodies. 

German Radio, quoting Yugoslav circles, 
stated that Yugoslavia was the only country 
outside the Axis orbit, and added it was, 
therefore, expected that there would be closer 
collaberation with Germany. 


19,000 PEOPLE 
HOMELESS . 


RESULT OF EARTHQUAKE 
IN GREECE

The casualty roll is reported te be high 
in the earthquake which jocked the City of 
Larissa, in Thessaly province, yesterday. 
The ‘quake was felt in the neighbouring 
towns of Volo and Trikkala, but no con- 
siderable damage was caused there. 
Travellers estimate that 40 per cent. of the 
houses were rendered uninhabitable, od a 
large proportion of the 24,000 population is 
homeless. 

Athens observatory reported that the 
epicentre of the disturbance was north-west 
of aims about 170 miles from the Greek 
capital, 

e earthquake has left about 19,000 people 
homeless, says the Associated Press. As a 
relief measure, the authorities have tele- 
graphed for 15,000 tents. Troops have -been 
— to the scene, and special relief trains 
despatched. 

Immediate relief has been given by the 
R. A. F. to the Greek authorities in Larissa. 
On learning of the disaster, the British Air 
Force despatched a first-aid squad, which 
helped in removing the injured from the 
damaged buildings, and giving medical aid. 
Casualties were also rushed to hospital by 
British transport, and a formation of 
bombers flew to Larissa, loaded with medical 
supplies and a contingent of the Army 
Medical Corpa to attend to the injured.

In th 
realm of industry the human factor plays & 
larger part than ever it did before, in spite 
of the fact that engineering has produced 
machines that can perform wonders and are 
jn themselves almost human. We find, how. 
ever, that it needs men and women to supp! 
the needs of these wonderful machines. Eve : 
firm that requires high and first class prodac 
tion, employs not only skilled engineers to 
keep the machines in order, but à 0 pays 
attention to the human factor and the work. 
in 1 “ 
or & period welfare work in irrlustr 
looked upon by employers and — 2 
trade unions with à certain a mount of 
suspicion—a fad that was just another way of 
etting more work for less wages. Gradually 
wever, it was found that the welfare 
workers, labour managers or directors of 
sonnel, were men or women who ad mada 
a study of their profession, that they 
advocated a fair wage, and that the firs 
principle of industry was to pay wages 
adequate enough to allow men and women 
to live and enjoy a fair proportion of the 
world’s goods. There are, however, many 
more things necessary to make life worth 
while than wages—the whole atmosphere 
environment, and conditions of work must ba 
attractive enough to make men and women 
see that work can be a pleasure and not 3 
burden—something that produces a prong 
feeling of belonging. 


NOT MERE COGS 


The growth of Trades Unions and the 
wider outlook presented by the leaders has 
taught workers that they belong to the 
industry to which they work, and are not 
mere cogs with a number attached and a pay. 
box. ‘To meet these needs employers have 
realised that some one of their management 
should be responsible, and to-day the Welfare 
Worker or Labour Manager is performing a 
definite function of management. He or she 
is of value both to employer and employed. 
He must have an intimate knowledge of 


Industrial Law, Factory Acts, Condi. 
tions of Employment, Safety First 
and Accident Prevention, Compensation 


Acts, Trade Union and Trade Board Agree 
ments. If they are wise they will also spend 
considerable time in studying the needs and 
conditions of the industry in which they are 
working, so that they can consult intelligently 
with the managers and foremen when a point 
or complaint is brought forward. 

The study of industrial psychology with 
vocational guidance, atmospheric and enviroy 
ment conditions will help men and women 
to work more in co-operation and remove 
many of the irritations that mean so much 
loss, and cause so much discontent. It will 
be very evident that only a person who has 
had a conrse of training can hope to make 3 
success of the profession of welfare worker 
or labour manager. This training must also 
contain a certain amount of practical training 
so that the theoretical may be linked with 
the realities of life. Most of the universities 
of to-day have a course for social workers, 
which teaches such subjects as industrial law, 
psychology, economics, statistics, anatomy and 
physiclogy. Along with this the Director of 

tudies arranges for a series of visits to 
factories, institutions, hospitals, Labour Ex. 
changes, child welfare centres, etc.; and, if 
the person is intendmg to enter the profession 
of labour management, a period of work in 
an industrial concern is arranged for, so that 
the student may see and come into contact 
with every phase of the work. 


HUMAN RELATIONS 


The study of human relations in indust 
has not yet been iully realised in Irela 
but great strides have been made in America, 
on the Contment, and in Great Britain. 
Probably no one has done more work to bring 
it inte prominence than Mr. Bevin, Britain’s 
Direetor of Labour, who realises that longer 
hours do not always produce the most; that 
rest, pauses help to keep men and women more 
fit, that well-lighted, well-ventilated premises 
and contented workers are essentials of 
success. 


ment in Fest firms are steadily in- 
creasing the well-being of workers, and are 
influencing the policy of trade unions. 
Schemes of improving the health, welfare 
and security of the workers are introduced, 
not from motives of paternalism, but because 
they are recognised to be good business. 
They include better premises, adequate ven- 
tilation, medical — dental services, paid 
holidays, pension schemes, above all the 
development of relations based upon a better 
understanding of the workers’ psychology. 

Social work in every sphere requires that 
those intending to make this either their 
vocation or avocation should be thoroughly 
trained so that they may ' meet the needs 
of the intricate machinery and structure of 
our civilisation.”” Our universities have 
realised this necessity, and it is up to men 
and women interested to take full advantage 
of this opportunity.
